DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is a national stage application of PCT/US05/05226. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 1 1, 13, 15, 19, 
21 and 31-32 are pending in the instant application. Claims 4-5, 9-10, 12, 14, 16-18, 20 and 22-

Further election of a single species is required.

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
